Many prominent journals of the 
country are discussing the Presi- 
dential probabilities of 1888, and 
some of the opinions expressed 
makes interesting reading. . The 
Philadelphia Press looks upon the 
situation as undoubtedly disecourag- 
ing to those Democrats, who for 
years past have borne the heat and 
burden of the long journey, only to 
see their hopes blasted when that 
goal is reached. ‘“‘And,’’ says the 
Press, “it is made still more unsat- 
isfactury by the reflection that the 
party has no escape from Cleveland 
next year. His mortgage on it is 
even of a more binding character 
than that of the late Samuel J. 
Tilden. ‘So it must be confessed 
that the future holds out no bow of 
promise to Mr. Watterson and

[PReSs PIBPATUHES TO THE GAZETTE! 
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A Silk Manufactery Strike. 
New York, February 26, 
There are now more than 5,000 silk 
operatives out of work at Patterson,N. 
IJ. The trouble started with 1.800 of 
the dyers because their employers 
would not agree to a new schedule of 
wages. The first of the conditions 
was in effect, that no one should be 


employed but Knights of Labors and 
members of the Union; that all em- 
ployers should deduct from the wages 
of their hands, their Union dues and 
assessments. The employers said 
they could not do this; that is was a 
question of a control of their business, 
and if it bad to be settled, it was best 
to settle it now, as the spring and 
summer stock had been manufac- 
tured, and they could afford to shut 
down several months if necessary. 
Their strike soon began to affect the 
other workers; no more warps were 
given outand as soon as they were 
empty the weavers began to laid 
off. After that the spinnersand work- 
men in the other departments were 
laid off until now the number out is 
about one-third of allin the business 
in the city. if thestrike keeps up two 
weeks longer, the remainimg 10,000 
workers will be idle. Inone way or 
another, it is a loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the city, and 
commercial business is greatly af- 
fected.
